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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


As  of  January  1,  1985,  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
consisted  of  Bradford  K.  Morse,  William  H.  Bruneau 
and  David  K.  Bridgman.  Selectman  Bridgman  currently 
sits  as  President  of  the  Past  Presidents  Association  of 
the  Massachusetts  Selectmen’s  Association.  He  also 
serves  on  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Massachusetts 
Interlocal  Insurance  Association.  Selectmen  Morse 
sits  on  the  Hampshire  County  Advisory  Board  and 
the  subcommittee  to  the  County  Jail.  He  is  also  Chair¬ 
man  of  the  Subcommittee  to  the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

The  past  year  was  best  represented  by  the  numer¬ 
ous  Grants  that  helped  Westhampton  to  progress  for¬ 
ward.  The  Selectmen  accepted  a  Safety  Equipment 
Grant  for  the  Highway  Department,  a  STRAP  Grant 
for  a  portion  of  Stage  Road  reconstruction,  an  Incen¬ 
tive  Aid  Grant  for  reviewing  our  Town  bylaws  and  an 
Off-Street  Parking  Grant  to  reconstruct  the  center  of 
town.  All  of  these  brought  more  than  $240,000  into 
Westhampton  for  town  improvements.  The  Selectmen 
also  started  pursuing  a  Circuit  Rider  Grant  so  that  a 
professional  staff  person  may  be  acquired  in  the  near 
future. 

Throughout  the  year,  the  Board  worked  on  pursuing 
the  purchase  of  a  Walter’s  Snow  Fighter  truck.  It 
proved  to  be  a  long  process  but  a  rewarding  one  for  the 
upgrading  of  the  Highway  Department. 

In  a  fast  changing  world  of  insurance  needs,  costs 
and  coverages,  the  Board  found  the  Town’s  property 
and  liability  policies  cancelled  in  mid  year.  With  help 
from  the  town  Insurance  Committee  and  cooperating 
insurance  brokers,  the  Selectmen  adequately  covered 
the  Town’s  insurance  needs. 

The  Board  also  serviced  many  in  town  complaints 
between  neighbors  and  businesses  while  interpreting 
the  By-laws  to  the  best  of  our  ability.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


The  Westhampton  Board  of  Health,  which  meets  on 
the  first  and  third  Thursday  of  every  month,  reports  a 
relatively  active  year. 

The  Board  of  Health  responded  to  one  housing  code 
violation,  witnessed  numerous  perc  tests  and  conducted 
annual  inspections  at  the  following: 

1 .  Outlook  Farm 

2.  Westhampton  General  Store 

3.  Loudville  Store 

4.  Fuller  Horse  Farm 

5.  Windy  Acres  Campground 

6.  Colchester  Egg  Farm 

In  addition  to  its  regular  meetings,  the  Board  held 
one  special  meeting  to  discuss  rescinding  an  order  to 
close  a  chicken  house  on  Route  66. 

The  Board  voted  unanimously  to  conduct  perc 
tests  from  April  1  to  June  1  of  each  year.  The  Board 
also  discussed  a  proposal  with  a  local  construction 
company  to  install  an  impervious  cover  on  the  unused 
portions  of  the  town’s  sanitary  landfill.  An  impervious 
cover  is  used  to  prevent  leachate  from  entering  and 
contaminating  the  groundwater.  The  Board  also  acted 
on  an  emergency  request  from  the  Colchester  egg  farm 
to  dispose  of  approximately  15,000  chickens  at  the 
sanitary  landfill,  the  birds  suffocated  due  to  a  power 
failure  at  the  chicken  farm. 

For  the  first  time,  the  Board  sponsored  a  water 
testing  program  for  private  drinking  water  supplies. 
Participating  residents  were  able  to  have  their  drinking 
water  tested  at  a  reduced  rate.  Also,  for  the  first  time, 
the  Board  requested  and  received  $1500.00  to  conduct 
a  joint  household  hazardous  waste  collection  day  with 
the  City  of  Northampton.  Residents  will  be  notified 
of  the  details. 

In  conjunction  with  the  Council  on  Aging,  the 
1985  flu  clinic  was  conducted. 

The  Board  unanimously  voted  to  initiate  a  landfill 
user  fee  which  will  be  $5.00  for  the  first  vehicle  in 
each  household  and  $1.00  for  each  additional  vehicle 
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per  year.  In  a  related  issue,  the  Board  voted  additional

REPORT  OF  THE  COUNCIL  ON  AGING 

Your  Council  On  Aging  has  finished  another  year 
of  service,  recreation,  and  aid  to  the  elders  of  this  town¬ 
ship.  We  have  held  monthly  meetings  the  first  Thursday 
of  each  month,  except  for  one  month,  when  we  de¬ 
ferred  to  the  Indian  Summer  Club,  made  up  of  the 
most  elderly  members  of  our  own  group  and  a  few 
surviviors  of  the  earlier  aggregation  and  held  that 
month’s  meeting  at  another  time  to  accommodate  the 
older  group  who  could  not  be  with  us  at  the  usual  time. 

Each  of  our  meetings  has  been  preceded  by  a 
gathering  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  C.O.A., 
which  discusses  necessary  business  such  as  how  much  we 
have  remaining  in  the  Treasury  to  pay  for  our  good 
works,  where  we  expect  to  secure  fundings  from,  and 
what  we  have  done  over  the  preceding  month  and  what 
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we  expect  to  do  in  the  next  few  months.  We  plan  to 
present  either  a  speaker  from  elder  help  agencies  such  as 
Highland  Valley  Elder  Services,  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Elder  Affairs,  the  Social  Security  office 
in  Holyoke,  the  IRS  or  the  State  Income  Tax  Office  in 
Springfield,  the  National  Association  for  the  Advance¬ 
ment  of  Retired  persons,  the  Gray  Panthers,  Blue  Cross- 
Shield  of  Massachusetts,  Valley  Health  Plan  or  some 
other  competing  Health  Maintenance  Organization,  or 
we  watch  a  film  on  some  subject  which  interests  us  or 
which  can  amuse  us.  Mrs.  Montague  of  our  town  library 
gets  interesting  and  educational  movies  (usually  no 
longer  than  forty  minutes),  and  Mrs.  Goddard  of  South¬ 
ampton  Road,  (Orcutt’s  Hill),  projects  them  on  the 
screen  for  us.  We  are  grateful  for  these  persons’  kind 
help  to  us  at  these  times. 

The  high  point  of  the  year  came  in  October,  when, 
on  a  sparkling,  sunny  day  a  busload  of  nearly  forty 
elders  departed  for  an  inspiring  morning  and  early 
afternoon,  viewing  the  foliage  which  was  then  reaching 
its  peak.  We  traveled  to  Huntington  on  Rte.  66,  to 
Norwich  Hill  Rd.,  to  Rte.  112,  to  Rte.  20,  to  Rte.  8 
northward  to  Washington,  Mass.,  through  Dalton, 
and  then,  after  a  half  hour  shopping  trip  at  Dalton 
Mall,  southerly  on  Rte.  9  to  West  Cummington  to  a 
catered  luncheon-buffet  at  the  Cyr  Family’s  Remington 
Lodge.  We  were  all  delighted  by  the  wonderful  meal 
the  Cyrs  had  prepared  for  us  at  a  very  reasonable 
charge  per  person  (less  than  $5).  We  had  worked  hard 
for  two  years  at  the  Westhampton  May  Fair  to  earn 
the  cash  to  finance  our  great  day  in  October.  One  of 
our  new  members,  W.  Elmer  Lyman,  was  with  us  that 
day  and  seemed  to  have  a  good  time;  he  was  in  poor 
health,  however,  and  never  lived  to  attend  another 
such  ride,  dying  a  few  weeks  later,  having  reached  his 
ninety-fifth  year.  If  we  can  again  raise  enough  money, 
perhaps  we  shall  embark  on  another  educational  and 
entertaining  short  bus  trip  to  see  a  great  museum, 
visit  a  patriotic  shrine,  or  just  drink  in  the  lovely  coun¬ 
try-side  as  we  pass  through  it  at  any  season. 

We  operated  on  a  modest  budget  of  $600  from  the 
State  DEA,  $300  from  Highland  Valley,  and  $700 
from  the  Town.  We  also  raised  $100  in  our  May  Fair 
booth  selling  doughnuts,  coffee,  and  orange  drink. 
We  had  $100  from  contributions  at  our  luncheons 
from  those  unable  to  cook  a  dish  to  share  with  us  at 
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those  times.  However,  we  find  that  the  continuing 
inflation  causes  us  to  dip  into  our  small  reserves  in  order 
to  pay  our  cooks  for  meat,  vegetables,  and  occasionally 
ice  cream  which  we  have  to  buy  on  most  months.  We 
still  feed  our  members  a  balanced  and  inexpensive  meal 
at  less  than  $2  apiece.  In  addition,  postage  for  sending 
birthday  cards  to  members,  cards  themselves  and  cost  of 
birthday  candles  for  birthday  recipients’  cupcakes, 
increases  each  year.  Further,  the  Church  has  kindly 
rented  its  facilities  for  meetings  to  us  (including  the 
kitchen)  for  only  $100  a  year  (about  $10  per  month), 
and  we  feel  we  are  paying  less  than  our  share  (most 
other  churches  charge  at  least  double  that  for  renting 
out  their  kitchen  and  dining  rooms).  We  have  requested, 
therefore,  a  $50  increase  from  the  Town  for  1986-87 
and  for  an  increase  of  $100  to  help  meet  the  increased 
cost  of  feeding  our  members  for  the  next  fiscal  year.  As 
we  try  to  buy  local  food  and  drink  (cider  and  coffee) 
each  time  when  we  can,  we  feel  this  is  a  way  the  Town 
can  provide  its  elders  one  substantial,  simple  meal  per 
month  at  a  very  modest  cost  ($200).  We  each  contribute 
some  salads,  vegetables  in  season,  rolls  or  breads,  occas¬ 
ionally  casseroles  of  cheese  and  noodles,  cake  when  we 
have  no  ice  cream,  quiches,  and  fish  cakes  or  chicken 
wings  or  legs  baked  in  hot  dishes.  We  never  have  beef¬ 
steak,  lobster,  or  roast  beef,  nor  do  we  have  elaborate 
and  calorie-filled  desserts,  if  we  can  prevent  it. 

The  Executive  Committee  also  give  their  time  and 
often  donate  their  cars  to  visit  bedridden,  ill,  or  crippled 
members,  and  to  welcome  newcomers  to  our  town  and 
our  meetings.  If  there  is  trouble  within  a  family,  as 
there  has  been  at  times  in  the  past,  we  answer  calls 
for  help  at  any  hour  of  the  day  or  night  to  alleviate 
the  pain  and  tragedy  which  sometimes  accompany 
old  age. 

At  one  of  our  meetings  we  invite  the  fourth  grade 
students  and  their  teacher  to  attend,  talk  with  us  about 
their  lives  and  problems,  and  join  us  at  lunch.  We  get 
much  fun  from  this,  make  a  friend  for  every  student 
there,  and  often  write  cards  later  to  show  our  appre¬ 
ciation  of  their  taking  their  time  to  join  us,  and  even 
attend  functions  at  Center  School  which  these  fourth 
graders  invite  us  to  join.  Thus,  we  try  to  bridge  the 
generations,  partly  to  show  the  children  that  we  had 
many  of  the  same  problems  they  experience  fifty 
years  after  us  and  partly  to  give  all,  students  and 
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elders  alike,  a  few  hours  of  fun  together.  We  feel  if 
other,  younger  people  did  somewhat  the  same  thing 
we  do,  there  might  be  less  stress,  less  trouble  between 
the  generations,  although  we  sympathize  with  those 
who  attempt  with  little  success  to  comprehend  the 
problems  we  never  faced  at  that  age-drugs,  too  much 
money  and  too  many  questionable  ways  to  spend  it, 
violence  displayed  daily  on  TV,  and  parents  who,  in 
too  many  cases,  treat  parenthood  as  a  tremendous 
chore  rather  than  a  privilege  and  almost  a  public  duty. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  give  you  this  record  of  our  year’s 
work,  our  needs,  and  our  hopes  for  a  better  future 
for  the  elders  of  this  lively,  lovely,  and  forward-looking 
town.

REPORT  OF  THE  HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 

In  1985  it  seemed  as  if  each  day  had  two  days 
work  to  do.  We  worked  hard  and  accomplished  many 
things;  however  as  I  write  this  in  Feb.  of  1986  I  still 
have  incompleted  administrative  work  from  last  year 
which  must  be  done. 

Once  again  the  first  part  of  the  year  found  very 
little  snow  on  the  ground  so  we  were  able  to  do  a 
lot  of  roadside  clearing  of  brush  and  trees.  We  con¬ 
centrated  this  work  on  North  Rd.,  Kings  Highway, 
and  Montague  Rd.  There  is  still  much  of  this  work  to 
be  done,  but  we  are  maintaining  the  areas  we  improve 
each  year. 

In  1985  we  sealed,  with  oil  and  stones,  3Vi  miles 
of  Northwest  Rd.,  and  Resevoir  Rd.  We  also  put  a 
bituminous  concrete  overlay  on  the  Vi  mile  portion  of 
North  Road  which  had  been  improved  the  previous 
year. 

The  two  large  construction  projects,  which  were 
made  possible  by  successful  grant  applications,  were 
both  started  during  the  summer  months.  The  recon¬ 
struction  of  all  parkings  areas  in  the  center  of  town  has 
been  nearly  completed  by  the  low  bidder  Hathaway 
Construction  Corp.  Final  landscaping  will  be  done  in 
the  Spring.  We  are  responsible  for  installing  the  new 
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lighting  fixtures  and,  although  it  is  not  certain,  we 
hope  we  will  be  able  to  build  retaining  walls  behind 
both  parking  lots.  This  project  will  accentuate  the 
beauty  of  our  town  as  well  as  provide  parking  for 
years  to  come.  The  most  important  part,  a  good  base 
with  proper  drainage,  doesn’t  even  show  but  should 
prove  its  worth  in  the  future. 

The  second  project,  the  rebuilding  of  Stage  Road, 
got  a  good  start  from  our  STRAP  grant  of  $150,000.00. 

I  felt  this  money  would  cover  2200  feet  of  the  project 
which  is  what  we  started,  however  cold  weather  caught 
us  before  we  were  able  to  get  the  new  surface  in  place. 
This  portion  also  will  be  completed  in  1986  as  well  as 
a  new  section  as  large  as  our  Chapter  90  money  will 
allow. 

Maintaining  roads  in  winter  is  pretty  consistent 
from  year  to  year  except  we  seem  to  be  in  a  pattern 
of  storms  with  precipitation,  and  no  large  snowfalls. 
We  prefer  snow  to  ice  and  it  uses  a  lot  less  sand;  how¬ 
ever  we  can  only  treat  what  we  get,  not  change  it. 
We  would  sincerely  request  that  no  one  put  snow 
from  their  driveways  onto  the  road.  This  creates  serious 
traffic  hazards  and  inconviences  to  motorists.  One 
innovation  we  should  consider  as  a  town  is  the  use  of 
liquid  chemicals  to  aid  snow  and  ice  melting.  Their 
use  is  now  practical  and  greatly  reduces  the  need  for 
salt  which  is  a  threat  to  peoples  water  supplies.  I  will 
have  information  and  perhaps  a  recommendation  at 
our  annual  meeting. 

Hurricane  Gloria  washed  out  the  bridge  on  Rhodes 
Road  in  late  September.  This  will  be  replaced  in  1986, 
but  funding  from  Federal  Flood  Relief  will  determine 
just  what  form  the  new  bridge,  or  culvert  will  take. 

In  1986  we  plan  to  complete  projects  already  begun 
and  do  alot  of  maintenance  work  with  no  new  large 
projects. 

The  last  point  I  would  like  to  report  on  is  the  cur¬ 
rent  situation  concerning  state  money  as  it  has  evolved. 
Much  progress  has  been  made  in  making  the  legislature 
aware  of  the  critical  need  for  funds  to  maintain  high¬ 
ways  and  bridges.  Also  in  recognizing  that  small  towns 
have  been  getting  short-changed  with  their  percentage 
of  funds.  The  legislature  has  made  available  170  million 
dollars  for  transportation  this  year,  however  a  very 
small  portion  of  any  new  monies  will  come  directly 
to  the  towns.  To  receive  more  funds  we  have  to  deve- 
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lope  projects  which  will  comply  with  various  state 
programs,  make  applications  for  funds,  and  compete 
with  all  other  municipalities  in  order  to  be  successful. 
Then  if  we  should  win  approval  we  must  submit  all 
the  forms  and  reports  required.  We  have  been  quite 
successful  in  doing  this  so  far  but  it  requires  a  tremen¬ 
dous  amount  of  time  and  effort  by  myself  ,and  the 
Selectmen.  Since  I  make  up  25%  of  the  highway  depart¬ 
ment  crew  it  is  more  and  more  difficult  to  do  as  much 
physical  work  as  we  would  like  because  of  this  admini¬ 
strative  time  drain.  Various  proposals  are  being  made 
to  try  to  improve  this  situation  and  the  voters  should 
be  aware  of  them,  as  well  as  present  their  own  ideas 
on  the  subject. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  rest  of  the  highway  crew 
for  their  hard  work  and  faith  fullness,  and  also  the 
Selectmen  for  all  their  support.  Together  we  can  accom¬ 
plish  much.

REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

January  1,  1985  -  December  31,  1985 

This  is  my  eighteenth  and  final  report  as  Fire 
Chief  of  the  Westhampton  Fire  Department. 

Most  truck  runs  this  year  were  for  chimney  fires, 
but  one  shed  was  destroyed  by  fire  on  Edwards  Road 
and  another  major  fire  leveled  one  of  the  older  homes  in 
town,  when  William  Howard’s  North  Road  home  was 
destroyed  by  fire  in  November.  The  fire  was  of  sus¬ 
picious  origin  and  is  under  investigation  by  the  State 
Fire  Marshall’s  Office. 

The  Department  also  made  two  mutual  aid  calls, 
one  to  Southampton  for  an  East  Street  fire,  and  to 
Northampton  to  stand  by  during  the  lumberyard  fire. 
We  requested  mutual  aid  from  Chesterfield  and  South¬ 
ampton  for  the  William  Howard  fire. 

With  monies  from  the  annual  town  meeting,  we 
were  able  to  purchase  coats,  hats  and  boots  for  some 
of  the  men.  More  will  be  purchased  as  money  is  avail¬ 
able.  Six  pagers  and  three  plectrons  were  purchased, 
by  bid,  from  the  County,  at  a  good  savings  to  the 
Town.  Additional  pagers  will  be  purchased  in  the 
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coming  year  in  order  that  the  men  will  be  properly 
equipped  when  the  Department  goes  into  our  new 
dispatch  system,  which  will  eventually  eliminate  the 
tire  phone  system.  This  will  be  a  more  expedient  met¬ 
hod,  as  it  will  be  direct  notification  to  all  firemen  sim¬ 
ultaneously. 

A  generous  gift  from  Stanley  Bartlett  enabled  the 
purchase  of  hip  boots  for  some  of  the  men,  and  another 
generous  gift,  received  from  the  Florence  V.F.W., 
will  be  used  to  purchase  an  additional  pager. 

David  Huntley  resigned  from  the  Department 
in  June  and  the  resignation  of  Francis  Loud  was 
accepted  with  regret,  as  an  active  member  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment,  after  many  years  of  service.  As  past  Fire  Chief, 
he  will  remain  an  Honorary  member  of  the  Department. 

Stephen  Brooks  was  welcomed  as  a  new  member 
in  the  Fall  of  1985. 

John  Clark  and  Gary  Warren  completed  the  six 
month  County  Training  School  this  year. 

A  Structural  Hazard  Seminar  was  conducted  by  the 
Massachusetts  Firefighting  Academy  and  an  AIDS 
informational  presentation  was  conducted  by  two  of 
our  EMT’s. 

Wayne  Manley,  with  the  aid  of  David  Blakesley, 
was  instrumental  in  welding  a  device  on  the  tanker 
to  prevent  water  spillage. 

Chimneys  were  again  checked  and  cleaned  this 
Fall. 

Our  most  invaluable  EMT’s  had  a  busy  year,  with 
21  responses  to  the  23  ambulance  runs. 

Three  portable  radios  were  purchased,  one  from 
EMT’s  funds  and  two  from  Town  funds. 

The  following  three  new  EMT’s  completed  the 
extensive  course  and  joined  Lee  Douchkoff  and  Robert 
Miller  in  handling  medical  emergencies:  Carol  Inman, 
Ginny  Inman  and  David  Keefe.  We  welcome  them! 

Fund  raising  efforts  raised  $419.71  toward  needed 
EMT  equipment—

The  Westhampton  School  Committee  met  and 
organized  as  follows:  Thomas  Cleary,  Chairman  and 
Administrative  Advisory  Representative;  Gail  Hartnett. 
Regional  School  Representative;  Cynthia  Hinckley. 
Secretary  and  H.E.C.  Representative. 

The  School  Committee  voted  to  reemploy:  Patricia 
Barnard,  Art;  Helene  Miller,  grade  2;  Pat  Miller,  Kinder¬ 
garten;  and  Joanne  O’Leary,  speech  therapy.  We  voted 
to  grant  Deborah  Brooks  a  one  year  maternity  leave  of 
absence  and  to  employ  Jill  Lester  as  her  replacement 
for  the  1985-86  school  year.  We  accepted  the  resig¬ 
nation  of  Janice  Tracy  as  custodian  of  the  school  and 
hired  Dennis  LaFrenier  as  her  replacement.  The  Com¬ 
mittee  voted  to  endorse  the  recommendation  of  the 
Administrative  Advisory  Committee  to  accept  the 
resignation  of  Robert  A.  Johnson  as  Special  Education 
Director  and  to  appoint  Dr.  G.  Anthony  Ryan  to 
replace  him,  effective  8/9/85.  We  approved  an  extra 
one  hour  for  Joanne  O’Leary  in  order  to  service  four 
kindergarteners  with  special  needs. 

The  Committee  passed  the  motion  to  do  the  main¬ 
tenance  job  of  siding  and  storm  windows  at  a  cost  of 
$2381.  We  accepted  the  proposal  to  consolidate 
psychological  services  for  the  towns  of  Goshen,  West¬ 
hampton  and  Chesterfield,  our  portion  being  $462,  - 
a  savings  of  approximately  $100.  It  was  agreed  to 

continue  the  fluoride  rinse  program  again  for  the 
1985-86  school  year.  We  adopted  a  new  policy  on 
Disciplining  Students  with  Special  Needs,  effective 
1/1/86;  and  a  new  policy  on  Substitute  Teacher  pay, 
effective  9/1/86. 

The  School  Improvement  Council  was  formed,  in 
accordance  with  Ch.  188.  The  S.I.C.  recommended, 
and  the  School  Committee  approved,  the  spending  of 
$200  for  Staff  Development  and  $800  -  1000  for  a 
VCR  set-up. 

The  Committee  approved  the  Administration's 
request  to  divide  the  Kindergarten  class  consisting  of 
23  into  a  morning  session  of  12  and  an  afternoon 
session  of  1 1 . 

We  would  like  to  express  our  thanks  to  the  excellent 
teaching  staff,  all  the  community  volunteers,  and  all 
others  that  have  helped  in  our  school  system. 
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Regular  meetings  of  the  Westhampton  School 
Committee  are  held  at  7:30  P.M.  on  the  third  Tuesday 
of  every  month  at  the  Center  School.  Anyone  wishing 
to  discuss  school  matters  with  the  Committee  is  wel¬ 
come  to  attend.

SUPERINTENDENT’S  REPORT 


This  past  July,  Governor  Michael  S.  Dukakis  signed 
into  law,  The  Public  School  Improvement  Act  of  1985 
(Chapter  188).  The  new  legislation  proposes  to  ensure 
educational  excellence  and  equity  in  all  classrooms 
throughout  Massachusetts.  The  Governor  and  the 
Great  and  General  Court  have  provided  $211  million 
to  be  channeled  to  local  school  districts  to  strengthen 
and  improve  the  educational  system. 

There  are  provisions  in  the  law  for  new  opportuni¬ 
ties  and  challenges  to  both  the  local  school  districts 
and  the  State  Department  of  Education.  The  Public 
School  Improvement  Act  addresses  itself  to  the  major 
issues  that  have  concerned  us  locally  and  nationally: 
basic  skills,  testing,  early  childhood,  teacher  quality, 
remediation,  curriculum  assessment,  staff  evaluation, 
administrative  leadership,  minimum  standards  and 
equal  educational  opportunities. 

Our  school  system  has,  within  the  last  two  years, 
placed  a  considerable  amount  of  emphasis  on  many 
of  the  areas  mentioned  in  Chapter  188.  Special  atten¬ 
tion  has  been  given  to  curriculum  assessment,  basic 
skills,  early  childhood,  evaluation  and  testing.  We  feel 
confident  that  our  school  system  has  taken  the  initial 
steps  to  improve  all  aspects  of  elementary  and  secon¬ 
dary  education  within  our  communities  and  we  look 
forward  to  the  financial  and  organizational  help 
promised  in  the  new  law.

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SCHOOL  COMMITTEE  REPORT 


The  policy  of  the  Hampshire  Regional  District 
School  Committee  promulgates  that  the  committee 
communicate  with  the  public  it  serves  “regarding  the 
purposes,  values,  conditions,  and  needs  of  the  schools.” 
In  response  to  that  direction,  this  report  is  submitted 
to  the  towns. 

During  the  Calendar  Year  1985,  the  School  Com¬ 
mittee  has  encouraged  the  development  of  a  high 
school  health  curriculum.  Designed  to  assist  our  stu¬ 
dents  answer  many  health  related  questions,  as  well 
as  concerns  for  substance  abuse,  we  plan  to  include 
the  program  in  academic  year  86-87.  Other  curricular 
developments  include  K-12  integrated  Social  Studies 
Program,  and  work  upon  a  K-12  Math  Program.  The 
Committee  also  sees  the  need  for  training  our  students 
in  study  skills  and  time  management.  We  plan  to  in¬ 
corporate  this  training  into  the  Junior  High  Program 
for  academic  year  86-87. 

In  keeping  with  our  concern  for  student  welfare, 
the  Committee  has  supported  several  programs  dealing 
with  students  and  alcohol  abuse.  These  include  SADD 
(Students  Against  Drunk  Driving),  Western  Massach- 
setts  Safety  Council  Program  for  the  10th  grade,  and 
Peer  Education  Program. 

Responding  to  the  rapidly  increasing  use  of  com¬ 
puters  in  all  aspects  of  life,  the  committee  applauds 
faculty  efforts  to  more  fully  inform  themselves  in 
computer  use  as  they  also  strive  to  develop  a  com¬ 
prehensive  computer  program  in  the  school.  We  are 
pleased  that  the  GTE  Foundation  accepted  a  grant 
proposed  by  N.  James  McClaflin  and  David  Magee, 
supported  by  Dr.  Fallon,  to  the  Fellowship  Program 
for  secondary  mathematics  and  science  teachers.  The 
money  from  this  has  gone  directly  to  buy  computers 
to  create  a  new  computer  course  and  to  provide  pro¬ 
fessional  development  for  the  staff. 

Winter  and  Spring  Junior  Varsity  sports  and  the 
golf  program,  were  part  of  the  cuts  necessitated  by  our 
towns’  inability  to  meet  our  budgetary  needs.  We 
accepted,  with  gratitude,  the  Booster  Club’s  offer  to 
support  at  least  J.V.  Basketball,  and  our  spring  J.V. 
sports  if  they  can  raise  the  money.  We  thank  them  also 
for  their  support  which  assisted  in  paying  for  Jr.  High 
Intramural  Basketball  during  the  84-85  academic  year. 
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The  spring  of  1985,  the  Stanford  Achievement 
Tests  were  administered  to  grades  K-6  as  previously 
done,  and  also  to  grade  7.  The  results  of  this  test  for 
the  seventh  grade  indicate  even  preparation  for  the 
Regional  Program  among  the  five  towns’  elementary 
schools.  The  average  results  in  each  of  the  fourteen 
areas  tested  are  in  the  80th  percentile,  high  above  the 
national  averages.  The  results  indicate  high  performance 
in  both  learning  and  teaching  in  grade  seven  and  the 
district’s  elementary  schools.  The  tests  will  be  con¬ 
tinued  to  assist  in  measuring  the  effectiveness  of  our 
instruction. 

Policy  changes  made  by  the  committee  this  year 
include  a  broadening  of  building  use  guidelines,  a 
review  of  the  administration  of  medication  to  students, 
and  provision  for  a  superintendent  hearing  in  the 
administration  of  serious  discipline  cases  to  students 
subsequent  to  suspension. 

The  Hampshire  Regional  School  Committee  rec- 
ongizes  its  responsibility  to  provide  our  students  with 
the  broadest  educational  opportunities  possible.  Be¬ 
lieving  that  our  towns  will  benefit  throughout  the 
future  by  populace  trained  in  clear  thinking  and  ob¬ 
jectivity,  we  have  annually  developed  a  budget  designed 
to  support  educational  programs  to  accomplish  these 
goals.  We  recognize  the  financial  constraints  of  Prop. 
2Vz.  In  hopes  of  meeting  our  educational  responsibili¬ 
ties  and  also  of  alleviating  the  financial  burden  exper¬ 
ienced  by  the  towns  as  they  attempt  to  pay  for  in¬ 
creasing  educational  costs,  the  committee  has  supported 
Superintendent  Dragon’s  year  long  efforts  to  uncap 
Chapter  70.  The  perceptive  and  intelligent  quality  of 
these  efforts  has  been  recognized  by  the  Commissioner 
of  Education  and  by  the  Governor  of  the  Common¬ 
wealth.  It  is  our  hope  that  additional  state  aid  will 
be  the  reward. 

We  have  attempted  to  maintain  our  educational 
program  as  fully  as  possible  throughout  the  past  five 
years  of  increasingly  restricted  finances.  We  have  done 
this,  in  part,  at  the  cost  of  maintenance  and  equipment. 
It  is  incumbent  upon  the  committee  to  forwarn  the 
towns  that  these  costs  cannot  be  put  off  forever.  A 
solution  must  be  found  to  allow  us  to  continue  provid¬ 
ing  high  quality  education  while  maintaining  the  phys¬ 
ical  plant. 
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The  committee  accepted  with  deep  regret,  the 
resignation  of  Robert  A.  Johnson,  Special  Education 
Director.  We  joined  with  the  Union  No.  66  in  a  unan¬ 
imous  decision  to  employ  Anthony  Ryan  as  our  new 
Special  Education  Director. 

It  has  given  the  committee  great  pleasure  over  the 
year  to  recognize  several  areas  of  student  achievement. 
We  are  proud  that  Andrea  Joyner.  Donald  Olbris  and 
Peter  Sumway  were  chosen  by  the  Governor  to  receive 
Commonwealth  Scholar  Awards.  Diane  Olbris  received 
the  Massachusetts  Association  of  School  Superinten¬ 
dents  Certificate  of  Academic  Excellence  to  the  ap¬ 
plause  of  the  committee.  Out  of  over  forty-two  thou¬ 
sand  students  taking  the  National  Merit  Scholarship 
exam,  only  four  hundred  and  twenty-three  placed  as 
semi- finalists.  Of  this  group,  three  are  Hampshire 
Regional  seniors:  Anne  Frary,  Amy  Frary,  and  Diane 
Olbris.  Among  the  top  5%  are  three  more  Hampshire 
Regional  Seniors:  Donald  Butman,  Christopher 

Hancewicz,  and  Keith  Lambert.  Although  academic 
achievement  is  not  the  only  measurement  of  the  success 
of  an  educational  program,  it  is  an  important  one. 
We  are  proud  that  the  education  received  at  Hamp¬ 
shire  Regional  High  School  has  been  of  such  outstanding 
benefit  to  these  students’  lives.

WESTHAMPTON  MEMORIAL  LIBRARY 

The  Westhampton  Library  is  open  three  days  a 
week.  Monday  and  Wednesday  we  are  open  from  two 
o’clock  until  eight  o’clock.  On  Fridays  we  are  open 
from  one  o’clock  until  five  o’clock.  In  1980  the  average 
number  of  patrons  coming  into  the  Library  to  take 
out  materials  was  18.8  persons  per  day.  In  1985  the 
average  number  of  patrons  was  27.0  persons  per  day 
which  is  approximately  22.9  percent  increase  in  the 
past  five  years. 

We  are  still  getting  many  services  from  the  Western 
Mass.  Regional  Library  System.  Bookmobile  comes 
every  six  to  eight  weeks  with  new  books  and  records. 

A  new  service  to  our  Library  is  a  delivery  of  materials 
every  Wednesday.  Some  materials  come  sooner  as  they 
do  not  have  to  be  mailed  to  us.  The  Western  Mass. 

Regional  Library  System  is  located  in  Hatfield. 

Only  small  groups  can  have  meetings  at  our 
Library  because  of  the  limited  space.  At  the  beginning 
of  the  year  the  Brownies  had  meetings  here.  This  fall 
we  have  a  small  group  of  Cub  Scouts  (Weblos)  meeting 
on  Wednesday  nights.  In  May  we  had  the  Parent  Educa¬ 
tion  Leadership  Group  one  night  a  week  for  six  weeks. 

Also  the  Adult  Sunday  School  Class  meets  on  Sunday 
mornings.  We  hope  more  small  groups  will  want  to  use 
the  Library  for  meetings.

The  children’s  department  continues  to  be  a  popular 
spot  for  the  town  children.  Center  School  classes  are 
encouraged  to  visit  during  the  school  day.  We  are 
also  able  to  assist  Teachers  and  students  (including 
HRHS  students)  in  locating  material  and  information 
through  the  Inter-Library  Loan  from  Western  Mass. 
Regional  Library  Services. 

The  Summer  Reading  Program  was  quite  successful 
this  year  with  a  total  of  188  books  read  by  the  28 
children  who  participated.  This  program  ran  for  5 
weeks  and  involved  weekly  films  and  a  closing  party. 
The  children  were  entertained  by  Magician  Bill  Ilson 
who  was  sponsored  by  the  Friends  of  the  Library. 

We  have  joined  the  WMRLS  Film  Deposit  program. 
They  send  us  a  group  of  films  each  month.  These 
films  are  shown  to  some  of  the  classes  at  the  Center 
School. 

A  Christmas  program  with  Storyteller  Carol  Free- 
bourn  was  held  for  grades  K-3.  This  was  funded  through 
the  Arts  Lottery  Council.

To  see  whether  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Town 
Treasurer  and  the  Tax  Collector  to  enter  into  compen¬ 
sating  balance  agreements  during  Fiscal  1987.  as  per¬ 
mitted  by  General  Laws  Chapter  44,  Section  53 F.  or 
take  any  other  action  in  relation  thereto. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  from  Aimer  M. 
Huntley,  Jr.  two  (2)  parcels  of  land  situated  on  Perry 
Hill  Road  and  Kings  Highway  in  Westhampton  and 
described  as  follows:
